Sale of Ordnance.—The sale of condemned ordnance stores 
by the Government at the armory Wednesday morning was 
fairly attended, but the property brought small amounts, and 
many people who bid a cent for some lots of tools had to 
take them. One big double trip-hammer brought $15, an- 
other $48, and two single ones 330. Two $300 f 
brought #33, an atmospheric hammer $15, and a couple rolls 
for scalps $25, while one broken down horse was sold for $25 
and another $5. Nine milling-machines brought only $214, 
while 481 chisels went at $1.10 a hundred, 3,218 pounds of 
mills at $1.15 a hundred, 623 pounds of mandrels at $2.05 a 
hundred, 388 pounds of hose at 26 cents a pound, 759 
reamers, weighing 200 pounds, at 814 cents a pound, and 
1,109 pounds of miscellaneous tools at 2}¢ cents, Twenty- 
one wrenches brought only 65 cents, and 105 augur-bits 40 
cents. These sales now occur only once in a year or two, and 
are in marked contrast to the big sales after the war when a 
hundred or two folks from all the large cities attendec, and 
the bidding was always lively and the property brought good 
prices.—Springfleld y tee lican.

A New Macazive Gux.—We have received a copy of the 
specification, forming part of letters-patent, dated Ang. 3, 
1880, issued to Andrew H. Russell, of the Ordnance Corps, 
U. 8. A., for a magazine fire-arm. special application of 
the invention is to bolt guns, and it may be employed, we are 
told, “beneficially with machine guns and with breech-load- 
ing cannon by increasing the size, strength of parts, or with- 
out material change in construction or organization of de- 
vices.” The gun can be used as a repeater, or single-loader, 
at will, and can be adapted to either rim fire or centre fire 
cartridges. Great simplicity is claimed for the mechanism. 
“In operating the bolt there is, practically considered, but 
one motion—a simple thrust or its equivalent to advance 
and bring it to the locking ition, and a reverse strain or 
= to unlock and withdraw it, the slight horizontal swing of 

lever but a trifling divergence from and being in 
the horizon lane of the rest of the motion, a movement 
which the hand readily accommodates and follows almost or 
quite imperceptibly to the user of the gun, and therefore 
without any inconvenience or attention. The locking 
bolt has no turning motion whatever. being simply recipro- 
cated in a right line in its housing, and it is held securely by 
the cam when in the locked or firing position. This one- 
motion bolt system may,” it is claimed, ** advantageously be 
applied to many styles of breech-loading small arms, to can- 
non, and to machine guns.” A “ teat” prevents the pulling 
of the trigger before the bolt is locked and after the com- 
pression of the firing-pin ns. 

For military drill or practice, in operating the gun the in- 
ventor adapts an adjustable dogging device or safety-stop to 
the bolt system, mainly intended for preventing the bolt 
being accidentally locked and the trigger set while yet per- 
mitting of the bolt-lever being given so nearly its full move- 
ment as to familiarize soldiers with the action of ad vancing, 
locking. unlocking, and retracting the breech-boit. This 
safety-stop mechanism is also adapted to hold the breech- 
bolt and its attachments in what may be termed the “ half- 
cock position,” to prevent accidental firing; and, further, it 
serves to guard —< accidental unlocking of the bolt when 
it is adjusted to the firing position. The magazine bears a 

, resemblance to that of the Lee gun, an illustration of 
which will be found in the advertisement of the Lee Arms Co. 
in the Jounnat of July 24. The cartridges are arranged in a 
similar manner, one above another, in a chamber at the side 
and underneath the stock. The magazine case or chamber 
delivers the , as required, upward and sidewise into 
the shoe chamber or receiver, and at its bottom and on one 

The cartridges are placed in the magazine, as in the Lee 
Amy their flanges lapping, the flange of one cartridge 

in advance of that next below it, for an obvious pur- 
pose, as shown in the cut referred to. The gun is represented 
as carrying six cartridges in the magazine. These rest with 
their butts inst the inclined rear wall of the magazine- 
chamber, and at front are guarded against shocks by a 
cushion (shown as formed by a spring), fastened at its lower 
end to the magazine-bottom. The main advantage in action 
of this oe Ke the ae yielding end walls of 
magazines an commonly-employed cartridge-feedin, 
ae is, it is claimed, not only that all the cartridges is 
magazine are kept in proper position lengthwise thereof 
by the pressure upon them in front, but that they are in this 
way saved from the injurious effects of the shocks in firing 
the piece, at which time there is a tendency on the part of 
the cartridges to jump violently forward. When the cart- 
ridges are thus forced forward the spring yields, so a 
a cushion or Pyiuating the shock and preventing the bat- 
tering of the bullets, strain on the magezine, etc. The cart- 
ridges bear against the spring or a subber or other cushion. 
The spring acts with a tendeney to hold the cartridges in 
proper position relatively to each other and their chamber, 
and aids in delivering them to the receiver. 

The gun shows many novel features, and instead of em- 
ploying endwise moving and turning breech-bolts or com- 
pound-motion breech-blocks, as heretofore commonly used, 
the inventor has devised a system by which, practically con- 
ridered, one motion only is imparted to the bolt or to a 
breech-block, and serves to actuate it while performing all 
necessary functions as well as in ordinary or two-motion 
rystems. When thrusting forward the bolt the operating- 
lever moves for the greeter part of the travel in a straight 
line, its vibration or eny turning movement of the cam being 
prevented by the guideways for the cam ends or trunnions 
and for the lever. Thirty-two different combinations are 
claimed by Lieut. Russell 04 his invention.

(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
AN ARMY CHARACTER. 
Wasuineton, D. C., June 15, 1880. 


Aut of the older officers of the Army will recollect an 
officer who, for reasons of our own, we shall call Ben- 
my Richards, who entered the Army from West 

‘oint about 45 years since. As a cadet he was a rollicking 
sort of a fellow, but after his entrance .nto the Army he 
developed talents of the most extraordinary nature. 
After he had been in the Service three or four years an 
un ness between his commanding officer and 
himself led to his resignation 

At the time of the breaking out of the Mexican war 
he had been out of service about seven years, and he 
was reappointed a lieutenant in the regular Army in 
1846. During the Mexican war he served with great 
credit, coming out of it with brevet of lieutenant- 
colonel. It is true that he was not in some of the 
battles for which he was brevetted. His friends in 
Congress, who managed the matter of the brevets, had 
gotten the matter very much mixed up, and one or 
more brevets were sent to him which were intended for 
another person. However, they all counted, as did also 
a sword which he received from his adopted State for 
gallantry during the war. 

The troubles with Mexico being over, Richards had 
leizure to examine into his status, and aithough at the 
time mentioned he had voluntarily resigned his commis- 
sion, he became convinced that he had really never been 
out of service, for the reason that he bad been rather 
forced out of his position by the arbitrary action of his 
commanding officer, and with so much plausibility did 
he plead his case, that a sufficient number of Congress- 
men were induced to vote for a bill, which was intro- 
duced, declaring that he had never been out of the Ser- 
vice. Such a bill was passed and became a law, which 
caused a great deal of mirth throughout the regular 


Army. 

*« But let him laugh who wins.” Richards now made 
up his mind that he was entitled to full pay and allow- 
ances during the time that he had been declared out of 
service, and he ed to get it. He met any 
amount of opposition from the accounting officers of the 
Treasury, but, with a persistency which no other than 
Richards was capable, he finally bad his account allowed. 
Here was his back pay for more than seven years, then 
came his commutation for quarters and fuel, and then 
came the medicines for his family. As he was not out 
of service, was he not entitled to his medicines and 
medical attendance ? And was it not proper to reim- 
burse him for the amounts expended by him on that 
account? The period was an eventful one for him, 
his children had gone through the measles, hooping 
cough, chicken-pox, and mumps, and on that account 
he was subjected to expense which he would not have 
incurred had he not been wrongfully deprived of his 
position in the Army, by his voluntary resignation, and 
so the account was about to be closed, by his receiving 
a check for the whole amount, when he suddenly dis- 
covered that an important item had been left out. 
Surely he was entitled to stationery for that seven years, 
and the money value of all the letter paper, cartridge 

r, quills, or steel pens in lieu thereof, red tape, 
lack sand, wafers, and sealing wax was considerable. 
Here the authorities kicked considerably, and the Trea- 
sury clerks were on a broad grin. But this did not dis- 
turb Benny; at it he went, and he succeeded in getting 
every item allowed. With the money received he pur- 
chased himself a home, and, having been temporarily 
incapacitated for active service, he lived comfortably on 
full pay, in the bosom of his family. 


Tue San Francisco News Letter is greatly disturbed 
because aid was not sent more promptly to the crew of 
the abandoned ship Mathilde on Sorocco Island. ‘ We 
have,” it says, ‘‘a shipwrecked countryman, with his 
heroic wife and crew, st. nded on a barren island, a 
few days’ sail from this port, and we actually have not 
Navy enough to go and rescue them! A more tellin 
commentary upon vur deplorable weakness as a nava 
wer could not be imagined. It happened, fortun- 
ately, that the Secretary was on a visit to this coast— 
the first Secretary of the Navy who has ever officially 
visited us. He saw the necessity of acting, but found 
great difficulty in determining what to do. He had 
officers and men and money at his command, but he 
hadn’t anything that would float. No man-of-war, no 
coal-tender, no anything that could be propelled by 
steam. In this dire extremity he had to resort to—- 
what? A sailing yacht of eighty tons, kept and main- 
tained at the expense of the Government, but used for 
the pleasure of the officers of the Navy—the sole repre- 
sentative of our naval strength on this coast! When 
things had reached this absurd pass, there happened 
along a steam yacht, in which a private English gentle- 
man is —— a voyage around the world. With cha- 
racteristic gallantry he at once sent his vessel to rescue 
the survivors. Seven precious days, however, had first 
been wasted, which might prove fatal to people cast- 
away on a lonely island, on which, it is believed, there 
is not any water. The lesson of this episode ought not 
to be thrown away upon the representative of our Navy, 








nor upon the nation, either, for the matter of that.”

A few years ago a church spire in Indiana that was considered

As ac- 
tive as the greater part of is life was, he seemed ones to prefer 
retirement. He never grew tired of sitting under the old trees bis 
hand had planted, and gazing on the placid waters of the Ohio, 
and the charming scenery that lay around his home. The plain- 
tive note of the * Boatman’s Horn" that fell upon the lambent air 
and inspired his youthfal fancy seemed still in his old age to be 
pouring its melody into his soul.

Bat none of these remiuiscences seemed to renew the 
desire for more active life. He would leave them all and cheerfully 
mount his horse to quietly ride over his farm; or, when «ven that 
activity was denied, be would dismiss them all and turn to the se- 
rene, contemplative enjoyment of the days that were still with 
him. 


Lievt. Taomas Turrie, one of the most capable of our 
young officers of eugineers, and first in the line of promo- 
tion to captain, is to be transferred to Baltimore, of which 
city Mrs. Turtle is a native, her father having been for 
many years a prominent banker of that city, and Danish 
consul, Lieut. Turtle has been for some time lost in the 
wilds of West Virginia, having been stationed at Charles- 
town, serving under the immediate orders of Major Craig- 
hill, in charge of the improvement of the Great Kanawha 
river, W. Virginia, designed to make it navigable at all seasons 
of the year. In his report of this improvement, transmitted 
to the engineers’ bureau, Major Craighill says : 


The object of the improvement is to give a constant navigable 
depth of at least seven feet throughout the whole length of the 
Kanawha to its mouth at the Uhio river. This will be a great step 
forward for that country, as uavi gation at low water has hitherto 
been entirely suspended, or limited to boats of very small drafts, 
notwithstanding the fact of there being always an abuadance of 
water if properly utilized. The object arrived at is to collect the 
water supply by dams, making at low water a succession of navi- 
gable p»ols connected by large locks. The peculiarity of most of 
the dams is that that they can be lowered when the stage of the 
water in the river will suffice for navigation over the shoals. This 
gives them the name of movable dams, and enables an open river 
to be had when the water is high enough

wash his clothes and other punishments. If the boys did 
not get any more punishment than the rules and regulations 
of the Navy Department demanded, they would not be 
treated very hard; but the officers take the thing in their 
own hands.” 

Tue new crank shaft and caps for the Pensacola arrived at 
Mare Island, Aug. 9, and were landed at the yard with con- 
siderable difficulty, the Vallejo Chronicle reports, ‘‘as the 
machinery weighed 21,539 pounds, and no cranes could be 
used to hoist it off the boat to the wharf, as the Jroquois 
and Ranger would have to be moved to get atthem.

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SPAIN AND THE oe wan STATES IN CASE 


UR Spanish neighbors having made their customary 

semi-annual, and very emphatic, assertion that 
American merchant vessels have no rights on the high 
seas that they are bound to respect, it is in order for 
belligerently inclined Americans to work themselves 
into a fever heat discussing the chances of war. A. 
asserts that the Spanish navy is all obsolete and rotten, 
that no defence of Cuba could possibly be made, and 
that within three months from the outbreak of war all 
the Spanish colonies would be in our hands. B. insists 
that our own Navy is unequal to the task of even 
blockading Havana, and that we have absolutely noth- 
ing but a few make-shift rifled guns with which to arm 
our monitors. C. talks of throwing an army of 100,000 
men into the island of Cuba at a month’s notice. D. insisis 
that between yellow fever and mountain fighting we 
would lose more men than the capture of the island 


have to be doubled in size in order to hold it. Under 
the supposition that diplomacy should fail to settle our 
disputes, and that war should be declared, let us ex- 
amine what would in reality be the comparative strengths 
of the two nations. To arrive at a true estimate of the 
present strength of the two navies, which would be 
called upon to take the initjative, we must examine the 
Navy lists and muster the vessels available within three 
months after the declaration of war, and see which gide 
possesses the advantage at the start. 

The fronclad fleet of Spain that could be brought into 
line would consist of six broadside frigates and one 
double-turreted light draft monitor ( Vittoria, Numancia, 
Arapiles, Sagunto, Mendes Nunez, Zaragosa, and Puig- 
cerda). This estimate excludes, 1st, the armored float- 
ing battery Duque de Tetuan, which can only be made 
ayailable for harbor defence. 2d. The Castilla, Aragon, 
and Navarra, which vessels, though originally laid 
down as ironglads aye, according to the latest advices, 
being finished as unarmored fast eryisers. The ironclad 
fleet of the United States would consist of fourteen sin- 


powerless against the casemates of the frigates; but 
whilst the Puigcerda is excluded on account of her light 
battery, it being impossible for her to carry a heavier 
one, the monitors are capable of carrying very heavy 
batteries, and, as a matter of fact, it is certain that with 
in three months they could all be armed with 8-inch 
rifles, which, though light guns for those ships, are of 
sufficient power to rank with the 10-inch guns of the 
enemy—thickness of armor on the frigates and the moni- 
tors being taken into account. It must not be thought 
that this battery is recommended for the monitors, or 
that it is believed that such a change would be effected; 
putting the 8-inch batteries aboard the monitors is sim 
ply making use of available material to bring the moni- 
tors to a fighting standard within the time allotted. This 
may be done, precisely as we might make the assertion 
that we could throw 50,000 men into active service in 
three months, although there are but 25,000 now in the 
Army, the rest being simply in depot as National Guards. 
In number of ironclads, therefore, the United States 
stands fairly superior in the ratio of over two to one. 
The matter of comparison of individual strength is 
one not easily settled. The frigates are broadside ships, 
and in comparing single vessels but one-half of the 
frigate’s battery can be counted, whilst the complete 
all around fire of the monitor permits its full battery to 
be counted. Number of guns engaged, therefore, in 
beam fire, which is the most advantageous to the frigate, 
is as 12 to 1 in favor of the frigate ; but of these twelve 
guns, eight must be thrown out as being of too light a 
calibre, or, allowing for the substitution of two 8-inch 
guns for six 6}-inch, which is the most that can be done 
in strengthening the frigate’s battery, we have the ratio 
7 to 1 for beam fire. Bow fire is 2 to 1 in favor of the 
monitor and stern fire 2 to 0, thus bringing the all 
around fire of both vessels nearly equal. In size of 
target the ratio for beam fire is at least 20 to 1 in favor 
of the monitor, whilst for bow and stern fire it is 2 to 1, 
the frigate having the advantage of plunging fire in all 
directions. In speed the frigate has the superiority of 
nearly 2 to 1, giving her a control in manceuvring and 
the choice of a ramming attack. The latter advantage 
is greatly neutralized by, ist, a slight superiority of 
turning power in the monitor; 2d, the difficulty of 
giving an effective blow, and 3d, the possibility of so 
mauceuvring the monitor as to avoid a blow by a change 
of position at the decisive moment under the smoke of 
her guns, which is more than ordinarily possible con- 
sidering the small part of the vessel that is visible, even 
without the concealment of a smoke cloud. Taking all 
these points into consideration, it may be safely asserted 
that the monitor is fairly a match for one of the Spanish 
frigates; the result of a duel being dependent upon the 
skill with which the vessels are manm@uvred. The supe- 
riority then of the uvailable iron-clad fleet rests with the 
United States in the ratio of 14 to 6. 

What part of this fleet can be brought rapidly into 
action? It is safe to assert that no exigency could arise 
making it necessary to send a monitor across the ocean. 
It is equally safe to assert that some if not all of the 
frigates must cross. Allowing both fleets to be at 
present in the same condition of availability, the United 
Btates has clearly a gain of from twenty days to a month 
in preparation. If troops or munitions of war are to be 
transported to the Colonies iron-clads must convoy 
them ; either then the fleet of frigates must be detained 
a longer period or it must be divided, making the dis- 
parity of force still greater at first meeting. This 
matter is one of the greatest importance to Spain, since 
her iron-clads cannot fight with a base of supplies no 
nearer than the Canaries or Cadiz, and to secure a nearer 
base she must present an effective force before Porto 
Rico and Cuba before the ports of those islands can be 
sealed by our own fleet. Our own bases at Key West,

tack. In this uncertainty, the Spanish with the weaker 
force are obliged to work on the outstde of the circle, 
leaving the power of concentration entirely to us. 

How long would it take to strengthen the fleets in the 
points where they are weak? With us, at least four 
double turreted monitors could be added to the fleet in 
six months. Nothing could be added to the Spanish 
fleet except by purchase, a proceeding that would be 
scarcely possible under the rigid prescriptions of Inter- 
national Law. In number we should then have the 
advantage of 3 to 1 within six months, and comparing 
constructional fucilities of both countries and the neces- 
sity for the use of iron-clads in such a war this ratio 
would if anything increase. There is no probability 
that it would decrease. It is safe to assert that the new 
monitors would carry 10-inch batteries, and that their 
armor would be invulnerable at fighting distances 
to 8-inch guns, making them more than a match for the 
frigates, and at least equal to any new vessels that the 
Spanish could obtain within the time. 

It thus appears that the United States is the stronger 
and better prepared in iron-clad force; that this force 
has the advantage of time to work in, possibility of con- 
centration, availability of supply bases, and facilities for 
a rapid increase of strength. 

Let us now turn to the wooden fleet. 
the lack of reliable information with regard to the 
availability of the different vessels forming the Spanish 
fleet we are forced to count them all, whilst we omit 
those of our own fleet that would not be available within 
three months. Our own vessels in commission on the 
Pacific and Asiatic Stations are counted as they would 
be made use of in crippling Spanish commerce in the 
East and depriving Spain of revenues from the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

First on the list appear the Castilla, Aragon, and 
Navarra, against which may be fairly matched the 
Tennessee, Trenton, and Lancaster. Next we find nine 
old type steam frigates against four similar ships in our 
own service. Ten screw corvettes, only two of which 
are first class, against thirteen first class corvettes, the 
smallest of which is as heavy as the 
largest of the Spanish (Maria de Molina); adding to this 
the paddle wheel frigate Powhatan, the balance of 
power may be considered restored as against the five 
surplus frigates of the Spanish; the corvettes of the 
Hartford ciass being quite equal in power to some of 
them. Next we find twenty paddle wheel corveites, 
some of which carry only one and two guns (11 of 
them) to which we oppose 22 screw corvettes (not 
counting the Mohican, Iroquois, Tuscarora, Narragan- 
sett, Michigan, and Shawmut), any one of which is 
more than a match for the heaviest of the Spaniards. 
Finally, there appear 75 Spanish gun-boats mounting 
one and two guns against 10 navy-yard tugs of over 800 
tons, which would be armed with one or more guns, 
and are thoroughly available for active service. 

It is safe to assert that within three months, if it were 
necessary to neutralize the effect of all these gun-boats 
acting in the same waters, converted merchant steamers 
could be utilized that would far more than accomplish 
the purpose. In so far then as the fleet for blockading, 
convoying, commerce destroying, and general service 
is concerned, the United States is, if anything, superior, 
counting its serviceable vessels against the total registered 
Jleet of Spain. 

What part of these fleets could be made immediately 
available? With regard to the Spanish the number is 
uncertain beyond the cruising squadrons of the West 
Indies and Philippines. For ourselves, the European, 
Brazil, and Home squadrons, and the ships in ordinary 
at the yards, would be avuilable as a force for the West 
Indies ; making in all 5 first rates, 10 second rates (or at 
least 8), 13 third rates, and 11 fourth rates (including 
the Alarm and Intrepid, the latter being fitted partially 
as a gun-boat). To protect the Pacific Mail line, the 
Chinese merchant fleet, and to break up or harass 
Spanish eastern commerce, there are 5 second rates (in- 
clud'ng the Tisonderega), 9 third rates, and one fourth 
2); ocean cruisers. Our coasting trade and Euro- 

zamers would be reasonably safe without convoy 
Our 
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rate 
peai 
for three months after the declaration of war. 
Mediterranean trade, as far as Spain is concerned, would 
be broken up, and that with Italy and the East being 
very limited in value (the export of arms to Turkey ex- 
cepted), would not call for convoy; in the exceptional 
case the same risk would be doubtless freely aceepted 
that was ran during the Russo-Turkish war. We are, 
therefore, free to concentrate the entire West India force 
for active work in that direction. In the East, the 


Pacific squadron is fully competent to do all the Pacific 
| Mail convoy duty which. would be limited almost en- 
tirely to Chinese waters, leaving the Asiatic squadron to 
|keep the Spanish cruisers fully employed in colonial 
protection. Nocommerce destroyers could be spared 
by Spain to attack our fast mail steamers at the risk of 
losing their main base of action at Manila, which would 
be the ruin of Spanish commerce and a gain of fighting 
base for us. 

The situation would, therefore, be one of complete 
advantage to the United States, not counting the 
superiority of naval strength. Our commercial lines, 
either too far removed to warrant attack, or already 
sufficiently protected, are no cause of embarrassment. 
The main base of action being close to our own coast 
and far removed frem Spain renders it possible for us 
to gain an advantage that would be irrecoverably. The 
approaches to Cuba, being limited by the islands and 
banks, render an effective blockade of it compara- 
tively easy, and the small size of Porto Rico brings that 
island easily within control. A thorough concentration 
of the Spanish naval force in the West Indies is impos 
sible on account of the necessity of retaining in the 
Mediterranean a sufficieut force to protect the valuable 
ports of Barcelona, Tarragona, Valencia, Almeria, and 
Malaga, all of which are difficult to defend from the 
attacks cf single cruisers in search of coal, merchant 
vessels, and supplies. These ports are not be compared 
with our own coast ports, especially as our fleet is in the 
vicinity in position to send detachments at a moment’s 
warning. The naval defence of Manila must be strength- 
ened or that port is lost to our concentrated squadron 
already superior to the defences, and if iron-clads be 
sent to its defence, and it seems as if it would be impos- 
sible to send more than one, we could put the Monad- 
nock in front of the port in less than six months. 

Thus there seems to be an overwhelming superiority 
on our side at the start, which would increase ten fold 
as the resources of the two countries were called upon 
to supply deficiences. Our Navy is small indeed and 
in poor condition to go to war. We have no heavy 
guns, we lack numbers of vessels to establish an efficient 
blockade, and our men-of-war’s men are far too few in 
number to render our first actions thoroughly decisive. 
But under the circumstances it would seem that if Spain 
and the United States ever come to war and our Navy is 
no worse than it is at present, our litle international diffi- 
culties will soon be settled without a material increase 
to our national debt, and at a cost to Spain of her main 
source of revenue. 





CHADWICK’S REPORT ON TRAINING SYSTEMS. 


Lizut. Commanper F. E. Cxapwicx’s ‘ Report on 
the Training Systems for the Navy and Mercantile Ma- 
rine of England and the Naval Training System of 
France’*—the importance of which we have before no- 
ticed—is an extremely valuable and timely publicatien. 
It will be remembered that this officer was ordered to 
this duty a yearago. Including the seamen in the Coast 
Guard England’s navy contained, he reports, 33,616 menon 
March ist, 1875, but only 19,283 of this number were 
blue jackets. In the merchant marine, including river 
steamers, there are 260,000 men. With commercial ac- 
tivity on such a scale as this, it is not surprising that 
2,400 new boys entered into training in 1879, and that 
on the 23d of June in that year the five training ships 
contained 3,114 boys, while the entire number of new 
and old boys was 5,305. As the @nnual waste in the 
service is 11} to 14 per cent. on nearly 20,000 men, it is 
necessary to find about 2,400 or 2,500 boys yearly. No 
difficulty is experienced in doing this, but on the con- 
trary the applications for admission are so numerous that 
the authorities are able to make as restricted a selection 
as they choose. Literary and educational standards for 
admission seem to be carefully avoided. Lieutenant 
Commauder Ohadwick says that ‘‘the lowest mental 
test for passing is that the boy must be able to read ar 
write well a passage of “two ordinary lines of words of 
one syllable,” and that a higher standard is not made be- 
cause a changemight ‘lead to the rejection of boys of 
fine physique, 

The character of work in the training school may 
be judged from the fact that a boy is admitted to the 
‘upper school” (there being an upper and a lower) on 
passing an examination whioh includes writing from 
dictation, reading intelligently and well, working sums 
in the four primary rules and reduction. Our guthor 
seems to consider such standards too jow, but we fancy 
the lack ef education and school drill is not so positive a 
sign of personal dullness among the lower classes of

England as it is in this country, where the children of 
the poor secure more time for schooling. The action of 
the British authorities seems to be founded on a very 
accurate appreciation of the materials they have to deal 
with. In fact, the standard in our own Service is the 
same as the English. Our boys are required to read 
and write, and after enlistment they receive ‘an ordin- 
ary English education.” In both services physique and 
natural aptitude, are the pvints most regarded by the 
examining officers, who are allowed great liberty of 
judgment. 

In addition to the training ships, Greenwich Hospital 
school, gunnery training ships, the naval reserves and 
mercantile training ships, are described. The cost of 
the Greenwich Hospital school is a little more than £20 
per boy. By the present regulation all the boys there 
enter the navy or merchant marine. 

In the training schools of France we notice thegreater 
elaboration of system and perfection of instruction 
which usually marks French administrative work. The 
French naval force foots up 103,152 persons, but this in- 
cludes civil engineers, Sisters of Mercy, and numerous 
other appendages, so that the number of men in ships” 
companies, exclusive of officers, is 35,683. The French 
system in general is very highly spoken of by our au- 
thor, who notes especially its results in producing petty 
officers of high grade. 

Lieut. Commander Chadwick is one of the most intel- 
ligent and capable of our younger officers, and excellent 
judgment was shown ia selecting him for this duty, as 
his report will show. 








Tue jury that investigated the Seawanhaka disaster 
say in their finding ‘‘that not one of the licensed engi- 
neers examined by the jurors could answer the question 
how to ascertain the amount of steam in a boiler if for 
any reason such boiler had no steam gauge, but in 
several instances in answer to the same question (the 
answer to the same we, the jurors, believe should be 
given by a competent engineer without hesitation), the 
engineers admitted that they had ‘not got the education 
to figure it out.’ ” 

This question was propounded to an engineer of high 
attainments, a West Point graduate, but without result. 
He did not confess that he had ‘‘ not got the education 
to figure it out,” but retorted by asking what the ques- 
tion meant. As the jury seems to have made this a test 
of intelligence in their inquiry, and as there is really 
some curiosity on the subject, we submit it to our 
friends of the Navy. There is a doubt whether the 
question means to ask how to ascertain the pressure in 
a boiler when the pressure gauge is disabled, or the 
height of water when the blow off cocks are disabled. 
But we leave that, as well as the solution, to the experts 
of the service. 

The very ambiguity of the language used in this 
question illustrates one of the difficulties both of Sury 
inquisitions and of professional examinations. The 
jury must have had professional advice when the ques- 
tion was asked, but we doubt if they could intelligently 
explain it. In short they use as a test of intelligence a 
question that they evidently do not understand them- 
selves. On the other hand, we are not surprised that the 
unfortunate engineers did not understand it. In the 
examinations which they have to undergo before inspec- 
tors, the continuance of good men in their positions is 
too often made to depend upon their answers to per- 
functory and ambiguous queries such as this.

Tae Board of Officers on the Codification of the 
Army Regulations resumed their sessions on the 18th. 
It is the opinion of the officers of the Board that they 
will conclude their labors on the 15th of September. 
The Washington correspondent of the N. Y. Tribune 
discovers in the scheme of codification a plan “ formed 
by those who have long been working to restore the 
regulations of 1847, so far as they treated of the relativ, 
duties of the Secretary of War and the General of the 
Army, to accomplish the desired end without action by 
Congress.” A member of the Board this correspondent 
further informs us, ‘‘ Noticed that the codification regu- 
lations for the Medical Department contained many 
things not in the present regulations or orders, and 
called the attention of the Secretary to it, and asked if 
the new codification could go outside of the present re- 
gulations.

mail coach between Quitman and Eagle Springs, died last 
night of his wounds. The Indians have no other stand 
since the fight in Rattlesnake Canon. The bulk of General 
Grierson’s command are now at Sulphur Springs, following a 
large trail, and part of the command, under Capt. Nolan, 
have alres dy arrived at Quitman, in pursuit, Gen. Grierson 
has been very successful in encountering and heading Vic- 
toria off and driving him back into Mexico. It is believed 
the United States troops will cross the river and take up and 
follow Victoria’s trail. 

A telegram from Fort Concho, from the agent of the con- 
tractors of the stage line, to;Col. Logan H. Roots, says the 
Indians captured and entirely destroyed one mail and killed 
two men and wounded one passenger on the last stage east. 
The road between Davis and El Paso is entirely infested with 
Indians, and there is no military or civil power to give pro- 
tection to mails rnnning*between Concho and Davis. A later 
despatch from the same place says : “ The Indians took away 
all the stock from Barrett 8; s Station, and, it is believed, 
the last mail east has been captured. A strong appeal for 
oe aid has gone forward to Washington. 

A later tea to the Denver Tribune from Santa Fe, 
Aug. 17, says: ‘‘ The hosti'e Apaches, after crossing the Rio 
Grande, marched 60 miles into the interior, and took their 
stand in the mountains of Sierra Candelaria, where they are 
now. The band kept a southwest course. When about 60 
miles from El Paso they struck the little Mexican village of 
Santa Maria, where they killed two Mexicans and stole the 
few head of horses. Col. Valle has gone into Chihuahua, but 
the exact locality of his troops is not known. They are pro- 
bably on the trail of the hostiles.” 

REPORT FROM GEN. GRIERSON. 


Col. Benj. H. Grierson, 10th Os.valry, has sent to the War 
Department a detailed re of the operations of his com- 
mand in New Mexico in March and April last. In his report 
Col. Grierson says he was ordered by the De t Com- 
mander, on the 20th of last March, to pr with cavalry to 
the Mescalero Agency, New Mexico, and co-operate with Gen. 
Hatch in the disarming of the Mercalero Apaches. Near Pc- 
coe Falla, Texas, a detachment under Lieut. Esterly made a 
long detour of 220 miles—90 miles without water —in pursuit 
of a band of marauding Indians ; overtook and at them, 
killed one man, and recovered some stolen stock. On April 
5, the whole command of 280 men concentrated near the 
mouth of Black River, New Mexico. <* was tege = that the 


Indians had been repeatedly raidi vicinity, and 
their trails, which were followed b led invariably 
in the direction of the Mescalero oh troupe April 7, Capt. 
Lebo’s company (K) struck a camp of hostiles at Shake Hard 


Spring, 40 miles south of the Penasco, killed their chief, cap- 
tured several others, destroyed their camp, and recovered & 
—— of stock and a Mexican prisoner. On April 12, Col. 

rierson reached the Mescalero Agency, and reported to Gen. 
Hatch, who had just reached that point with his troops from 
the west. The Indian , Mr. undertook to bring 
in, to be disarmed. the Indians who were encamped in the 
vicinity, and on the following day the latter began to as- 
semble. Col. Grierson in his report then says : 

“* T advised the surrounding and complete disarming and 
dismounting of all the Indians at the Mescalero Agency, and 
their removal to Fort —_— where they would be under 
the direct control of the military authorities. The agency 
had for a long time been simply a sort of hospital for old, 
infirm Indians, a commissary for Indian women and ebildren, 
and a safe refuge and convenient place for younger and more 
active Indians to obtain supplies to enable them to continue 


their — nd cp ay in Texas and elsewhere. The 
cyoner Soe ad also become virtually a supply camp for 
ictoria’s band, who, in addition to such means of subsist- 


ence, were, by a most remarkable manifestation of generosity 
on the of the Indian Department, having their families 
fed and kindly cared for at the San Carlos Agency. Thus,’ 
Col. Grierson says, ‘ the troops were required to pursue, hunt 
up, and fight Victoria and his band of maranders while they 
were kept on the war path, strengthened and reinforced and 
doubly "ae by the indirect and the direct aid of the Goy- 
ernmen 
On the 16th of April, between 300 and 400 Apaches had 
come in, and it was decided that they should be disarmed at 
2:30 Pp. m. About 2 o'clock, however, an unusual commotion 
was noticed in the Indian’ camp, and soon afterward the 
Apache chief Nantzila, and a large part of his followers broke 
away for the mountains. The troops at once started in pur- 
suit, and after some 4 skirmis , succeeded in driving 
back and surro’ all of the Indians except about 40, in- 
cluding the chief.

THE BATTLE OF MOBILE BAY. 
COMMODORE WELLS TO ADMIRAL MULLANY. 


Saratoca, N. Y., Aug. 11, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: A little over a month ago I made through your 
columns what I considered a just complaint of the man- 
ner in which Admiral Mullany had used my name in 
public correspondence. He had made the public state- 
ment that during the action of Mobile Bay he had not 
seen me at all, leading to the inference, that I had sought 
shelter during the action. That such was clearly the 
inference intended, I knew from the fact that he had 
sought through private correspondence to establish proof 
of that fact. In my letter to you I indignantly repelled 
the insinuation and challenged him to produce the 
slightest proof gained through his correspondence, and 
to prove that I was justified in thus publicly defending 
myself, I called his attention to the fact that I had a 
letter written by him to another officer, asking for proof 
that I had sought shelter during the battle. To this 
communication he replied by alluding to correspondence 
between himself and the late volunteer Lieut. Wilson 
in which he was pleased to state in italics that he was 
surprised that I should use a letter marked confidential. 
In this assertion he makes another covert attack at my 
honor at the expense of truth. I did not make use of 
the letter referred to or any other letter. I simply chal- 
lenged his accusation, and told him plainly that I had 
such a letter in my possession. In order that he might 
not rest under the slightest misapprehension, I had pub- 
lished in your jourual a communication, stating that I 
did not refer to any correspondence of Admiral Mullany 
with Lieut. Wilson, and I gave data that I think was 
sufficient to inform him to what letter I referred ; whilst, 
as before, I avoided quoting from it. As stated in my 
firat communication I wanted him either to prove his in- 
sinuations or to cease meddling with my nume and 
reputation. Instead of this he appears again with a 
number of extracts of letters from myself and other 
officers, in which, whilst avoiding any explanation, re- 
traction, or substantiation of his insinuations against me, 
he seeks to belittle the part taken by me in the battle of 
Mobile Bay. Patience with such manceuvring ceases to 
be a virtue. I Lave been covertly assaulted by Admiral 
Mullany, and he has avoided my protest. He chooses 
to draw attention to conduct of mine by printing in 
italics what he considers reprobatory conduct of mine in 
receiving, reading, and using a letter marked confiden- 
tial, and when I take the pains to correct his mistake as 
to the particular letter, he avoids the issue, and returns 
to the former attempts to indirectly belittle the part 
taken by me in the action. Here is the basis of my pro- 
test, and since Admiral Mullany will neither explain nor 
let my name alone, let the public judge by the following 
letter just where each one stands. I preface it simply 
with the remark, that with the sole exceptions of the 
letters from me that you have published within the past 
month, I bave never publicly or privately impugned 
the conduct of Admiral Mullany, and that to all others 
as to himself, I have, in referring to the action of Mobile 
Bay, always expressed myself in terms similar to those 
used in the extract of a letter that he was pleased to 
quote in his last communication :

LTiewlenant-Commander DeWill C. Kells, U. 8. Navy, New 
0. leans, La. : 

My Drar Srp : I forward to you to-day an official letter re- 
garding testimony bearing upon the incidents that transpired 
on board the Galena and Oneida while passing Fort Morgan 
5th August, 1864. 

While in Europe I first saw Admiral Farragut’s letter to 
Wells, and wrote to the former at once. Unfortunately the 
Admiral was too ill to attend to the subject, and died shortly 
after the arrival of my letter without taking any action re- 
garding it. Iam confident he never intended to convey the 
ideas his letter is capable of, and had he lived, would have 
corrected it. He always blundered in expressing himself 
upon paper, and this case is not an exceptional one. Welis 
knee he was not entitled to the honor of having commanded in 
passing the forts, and that he was down below his bulwarks 
and well protected from danger throughout the fiercest of the 
fight, while I was on the Oneida’s poop, exposed to its full 
effect. A maniy man would have written at once to set the 
matter right, instead of which Wells places this letter on file, 
and publishes a copy in the Anmy anp Navy Journau. [am 
confident that he was not above the Galena’s bulwarks in 
passing the fort (Morgan), and am aware of many other facts, 
but I wish the evidence of others who were there, and not my 
own to elicit these facts. No later than the summer of 1868 
I met Wells at the Portsmouth yard, and he expressed his re- 
grets to me that he had not taken his station upon the Gale- 
na's poop. Besides this evidence out of his own mouth I 
have an unofticial letter from Wells, addressed to me at Pen- 
sacola just after the fight, in which he testifies to my exposed 
situation. It is rather too much to bear with equanimity, 
taking into consideration the fact that I volunteered for the 
fight, passed through it, lost my arm in it, and was otherwise 
wounded, to have another attempt to take from me whatever 
of honor or credit is my due, when this person who has the 
audacity to make the attempt was really seeking shelter and 
a place of safety at the time he would have people to think 
he was facing the enemy. I have very satisfactory letters from 
a}l the officers from whom I have heard, and feel certain I 
shal] receive equally satisfactory ones from the others, know- 
ing, as I do, the love of fair play that guides the gentlemen 
of the Service. I saw Mr. Wilson in Boston a few days ago, 
and will receive a very full letter from him regarding the ac- 
tion and Wells's whereabouts while it was taking place. Will 
you please inform nie whether Lieut.-Commander H. C. 
Nields was on board the Galena, also who were the most 
prominent officers on deck after Wilson and yourself? Please 
give me a reply at as carly a datc as may be convenient, as I 
am anxious to get all the replies before going to the country 
this summer. Address all letters to meat 201] Pine street, 
Fhiladelphia, With kind remembrances ang gaod wishes.

It is not 
enough that my reputation should be jeopardized by 
scandalous private letters, but that in his eagerness to 
harm me Rear iral Mullany should not hesitate to 
throw an aspersion upon the sacred name of our dead 
hero. It is against the assertions of the man who does 
this, that I protest. Let him prove that he states the 
truth concerning me in the above quoted letter; let him 
prove to the world that the writing of such a letter con- 
formed to the precepts of honor and fair dealing, or let 
him cease his insinuations and let my good name alone.

POLITICAL PROMOTIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 





Sir: The impression seems to prevail that the bill 
which originated last winter in Congress, gave the Pre- 
sident power to promote Capt. J. Scott Payne, 5th 
Cavalry, to the first vacancy of major, in the Cavalry 
arm of the Service. This is a mistake. Power was 
given to make Capt. Payne a major in any vacancy 
which might eccur—Staff, Cavalry, Artillery, or Infan- 
try—so that we all of the Line are interested, and not 
the Cavalry alone. The passage of this bill would pro- 
mote Capt. Payne over the heads of 74 captains of 
Cavalry, 51 of Artillery, and 176 of Infantry; in all, to 
leap frog” 201 captains of the Line, 17 of whom have 
been brevetted generals, 25 colonels, 34 lieut.-colonels, 
86 majors, and 63 captains, for gallant and distinguished 
services in many battles. 

The thought of such a bi!l as proposed, in the face of 
the above figures, should have made its presentation to 
Congress an absurdity. Capt. Payne, in his letter, dis- 
claims having had anything to do with this bill, and 
does not desire to rank his comrades in the Cavalry; 
but, as he is silent with reference to the other arms, no 
doubt a majority in the Artillery or Infantry would be 
accepted by him, provided he was sufficiently urged by 
his friends. There is no hostility to, or jealousy of, Capt. 
Payne, inthe Army, and, asa rule, they are inclined 
to be very charitable, and glad to see deserved promo- 
tion; but, in this case, every one feels this advancement 
would be unjust, and that in the Ute fight it was 
Dodge and not Capt. Payne who grasped the grand 
occasion, and reaped the fruits thereof. If influence, 
and not merit, is to be the basis for promotion the 
esprit and honor of our profession will be soon lost to 
us, and to prevent such an end let every officer do 
what lays in his power to prevent such pernicious legis- 
lation.

OHIO VETERANS’ REUNION. 
Cotumsvs, Oslo, Aug. 12, 1880. 


A YEAR ago, veterans of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
and Ohio held a reunion at Steubenville, O., and the 
attendance may be judged from the statement then 
made, that ‘‘if one more had arrived he would have 
falien off into the river.” 

The ex-soldiers of this Capital city became jealous 
and enthusiastic, and determined to arrange a monster 
reunion at Columbus. By persistent advertising and 
corresponding, the project was at last definitely settled, 
and at this hour the meeting of not less than 15,000 
Ohio war veterans is coming to a pleasant close. 

Although ex-soldiers from all States of the Union 
were invited, it was almost exclusively an assemblage of 
Ohio’s sons—in fact, quite a family affair. 

The War Department, in obedience to a resolution of 
Congress, gave the loan of 500 hospital tents, of which 
some 300 were put up on the State Yair about 
two miles from this city, and the ~reets named after 
prominent Union generals: 

The people of Columbus gaily decorated their streets 
and public buildings, and quarters for reunion purposes 
were offered, free of charge, by the citizens; even 
churches and school houses were dedicated to the occa- 
sion. 

Lieut.-Col. Anderson, of the Army, co- 
operated to the utmost extent Ba B® a 
success. _ He furnished the artillery and camp guards, 
and rendered assistance wherever he could. 

At sunrise of the 10th the reunion was fi 
ushered in by a grand reveille and artillery salute.

If you had been there and 
heard the tremendous shouting and hurrahing for 
**Uncle Bill” from the crowds of his former soldiers, 
asthe grey head of the General made its appearance, 
you would have known how affectionately his memory 
lives in the hearts of his ex-comrades. A rush was 
made at once for the carriage of the President and the 
General to shake hands with them, while many a wan, 
grey beard himself, suppressed a tear to see that their 
ideal general was no longer young. 

On the afternoon of this day both the President and 
the General spoke to the multitude on the tented field, 
despite of quite heavy rain. 

MEETING OF EX-PRISONERS OF WAR. 

A most interesting and prominent feature of the re- 

union was the meeting of ex-prisoners of war in the

City Hall, where about 600 of them, from all over the 
Western States, had assembled. At 10 a. w. they had 
an experience meeling, when the horrors of their captivity 
were Once more recounted to each other. They formeda 
State Association. One gentleman went upon the stage 
to tell of some extraordinary hardships he experienced, 
when among the audience he espied an old comrade who 
had saved his life by sharing with him his last morsel. 
They had not met during fifteen years, and the speaker 
was so moved with emotion that tears and sobs pre- 
vented his proceeding. 

These ex-prisoners now seem to be a jolly set, with a 
mind for fun, for the first thing they did was to elect, 
unanimously, Dr. Tanner an honorary member of the 
association. 

But the Confederate side also had its advocate among 
them. One F. C. Pratz, now a private of the Regular 
Army, took the stand and said : 

**Comrades—I judge from the remarks made by 
some of you that the Confederates had treated us cru- 
elly. I must tell you with how much humanity and 
consideration I was treated by them, and then you may 
change your opinion (sensation). I was wounded and 
captured May 16, 1864, when I was but sixteen years 
of age, at Drury’s Bluff. From the Libby I was ship- 
ped to Andersonville, and as the bullet I was carrying 
in my body did not seem to agree with me, I asked the 
surgeon at Augusta, Ga. (a colonel in the Confederate 
army), to please cut it out, or at least give me some 
bandage, of which I had not had an inch so far. Now, 
if he had been cruelly disposed he might have jabbed 
me with a lance and killed me then and there, and not 
a cock have crowed over me. But no, he was too 
humane; he simply declined to do anything for me, 
though maggots were infesting my wound; however, 
he sent me on with words of kindness, saying ‘ you 
d—— Dutchman, you came here to fight for the Yankees, 
you may suffer for them new!’” 

In the evening of the 11th, President Hayes, General 
Sherman, Gens. J. C. Lee and Gibson, and Governor 
Foster addressed the ex-prisoners. Gen. Sherman bore 
testimony to the fact that Gens. Hood and Johnston 
were absolutely ignorant of the cruelties practiced upon 
the prisoners ot war, and so, he believed, were most of 
the Confederate generals. He had often been asked, on 
his campaign through Georgia, why he did not make an 
expedition in force to liberate the prisoners? But, he 
said, his business was to bring the war to an end as 
speedily as might be, and that accomplished, there 
would be no prisoners, nor need of expeditions to res- 
cue them. So he went on helping to finish the war. 
He was tremendously cheered, as were also the Presi- 


dent and Gen. Gibson. At least 3,000 people were 
present in the hall. The Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus 
delivered a ‘‘ Welcome” in poetic numbers to the ex- 
prisoners. 


Private Dalzell also addressed the ex-prisoners assem- 
bled to bid each other farewell. 

The parade of the veterans followed. Thousands 
participated, and all the battle-flags of Ohio were fiung 
to the breeze tattered and torn as they came in from 
the field. One of the features of the procession was 
**Old Abe,” the Wisconsin War Eagle, that followed a 
regiment from that State through battle and march, 
perched high upon a shield, gently fanning himself with 
half stretched wings.

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RIFLE PRACTICE,

The court is reminded that, what these soldiers did not see, 
is not evidence contradictory of what others have sworn they 
did see. The findings and acquittal are disapproved,” 

In another case Gen. Ord says: ‘‘ The testimony of the 
officey of the day, in connection with that of another officer, 
and a non-colimiggigned officer, has proven the soldier drunk. 
He was stumbling along his post, finally tripped and fell 
heavily to the ground. When questioned, he was ynable to 
give bis orders iu anything like an intelligible mauney, and 
game to ‘arms port’ with the butt of his gun to the left, as if 
fixing beyonets ; he called the corporal in a maudlin, drunken 
tone, and siaggered against him upon arrival; and is pro- 
nounced nog guilty ypon the testimony of six enlisted men 
who subsequently saw him af the guard-house and ‘ would 
not pronounce him drunk.’ The court is the best and only 
judge of the sufficiency of the evidence, but the testimony of 
these soldiers as to his condition at another time and place, 
does not, in the mind of the reviewing officer, negvtive that 
of the officer of the day, corrobopated by others, and sup- 
ported by facts so conclusive of drunkennegs.”’

| broken on Thursday. While here, Army rations were served, 
each company doing its own cooking. There was somewhat 
lof a scarcity of gum and woollen blankets, otherwise the 
troops of Pennsylvania are as well equipped as any. From 
our remarks it may be inferred that the encampment was of 
no benefit. To this inference we cannot bear witness. 
Though the improvement was not great, yet probably no one 
went home without some little knowledge gained. For drill, 
it was a benefit only to the few. As a camp for discipline it 
was a failure. In this it vas not what it should have been, 
or, possibly, could have been ; although the temptations of 
the city were very much against it. It was a success in 
bringing together a majority of the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, showing their imperfections and wherein an im- 
provement is most needed. It confirmed, too, our judgment 
expressed for several years past, that city organizations are 
not improving, but that those from the interior are on tne 
|road to surpass them. The troops, individuelly and collec- 
itively, have all the essentials, intelligence, stamina and 
staying qualities, needing discipline only to make them the 
equal of any. 
We expected but little—the encampment succeeded beyond 
our expectations ; and it is in this sense, probably, that a few 





| have expressed the opinion that it was a complete success. 


It was not needed to prove the folly of locating a camp of 
instruction near a large city ; but it did lead us to the opinion 
that an encampment of more than one brigade ata time is 
too large, unless company, battalion, and even brigade drills, 
as such, are dispensed with. In lieu thereof, every day 
should be made a field day (the troops carrying their lunch- 

dinner—with them), during which the movements pertaining 
to active service, in battle and on the march, should be 
On one or two days a sham action with blank 
cartridge might be included. This would answer for all the 
drills, and in fact, on account of the numbers engaged, would 
bring out the qualities of officers and men better than in any 


| other way. 


With exception, perhaps, of one or two days the guard 
duty should be police (regimental). This would permit of 
every officer as well as the men having one or more tours ; 
to this might be added outpost and picket duty. In no other 
manner, we are convinced, can a camp of more than that of a 


‘brigade be a success. 


With an annual encampment, all expenses at cost of State, 
troops to be paid at rate of $1 per day while in camp, and 
suggestion of JouRNAL adopted prohibiting officers entering 
the service with rank higher than that of second lieutenant, 
staff to be selected from the command, improvement would 
result. A vital fault of the Pennsylvania system is the lack 
of power to compel subordination, and the absence ef that 
responsibility to a higher power, so visible in the Army. 
Tossing officers in a blanket, which we noticed on several 
occasions, bespeaks neither among officers nor men a true 
appreciation of the relation which they should bear to each 
other ; until this is changed discipline will not improve, even 
should the camp be located away from all temptation. 

Of one thing we are compelled to speak, but with regret. 
Officers should have set a better example in regard to liquor 
drinking. It was indulged in among the higher officers to 
the extent of causing remarks. 

As the organ of the Army and Navy, the JouRNAL is un- 
influenced by local interests, and its aim is to criticise Na- 
tional Guard organizations with a view to raising their 
standard. Enjoying unusual advantages for observation, 
we have been thorough and unreserved in our re- 
port; so much so, perhaps, as to open the eyes of those 
who may have taken only a superficial observation. 
With no wish to find fault we have presented errors in 
their true light, believing this to be the only way to eradicate 
them. We have an abiding faith that this will in the end 
raise the standard to that of the Regular Army in all save 
experience. 


Firta New Yorr.—About 145 officers and men of this 
regiment visited Creedmoor on Friday, Aug 13, for ‘‘second 
general practice.” The detachment was under command of 
Lient,-Col. Weber, Capt. Wells, the new Inspector of Rifle 
Practice, being also present in his official capacity. After 
detailing the usual guard under Capt. Geo. Theiss, officer of 
the day, and Lieut. Domis, officer of the guard, the troops ! 


taken for lunch, after which the practice was continued at 
400 and 500 yards. Five officers and 71 men shot in the 2d 
class, of whom 8 officers and 18 men qualified, while for the 
marksman’s decoration, 11 qualified as follows: Surg. Mes- 
simer 34, Adjt. Hoecker 32, Lieut.-Col. Weber and Se A. 
Schuck 30, Lieut. Hornbostle, Sergt. Soliman, and P. er 
28, Capt. Max Ebler and Capt. Wilkes 27, Sergt. L. Jantzen 
26, Corpl. J. Ranken 26. The command did not practice in 
file and volley firing, and returned to New York early in the 
afternoon. The discipline of the command during the day 
was of the very best description, officers and men a hong 
greatest interest in the practice. It was noticed that Capt. 
Wells, the new I. R. P., shot from the left shoulder, and as 
this style of military shooting is hardly in accordance 
Wingate, considerable comment was had on the subject. We 
understand that.as during the season a number of men have 
shot from the left shoulder. the subject has been referred to 
the General Inspector of Rifle Practice for his decision. 


SzventH New Yorx.—The second ‘general practice” for 
the year 1880 was held in this command at Creedmoor on 
Thursday, Aug. 12, the detachment being under the immedi- 
ate command of Major George Moore Smith, Capt. Chas. F. 
Robbins, regimental I. R. P., directing the practice under the 
immediate supervision of Capt. Albert L. David, Acting L R. 
P. 3d Rrigade. The troops reached the ground in due season, 
and after the usual delay iu squadding, obtaining, andiasuing 
of ammunition, etc., for convenience and the saving of time 
it was decided to commence the practice hind side foremost, 
viz., the file and volley firing before the class practice. The 
companies were quickly formed in rear of the long targets on 
the old range, each commandant in charge of his own com- 
pany, the Major commanding the battalion. The practice 
being three rounds per man standing, and two kneeling by 
file and volley. The weather was splendid, the sky being 
overcast produced a dull grey light which brought out the 
black streak on the dingy targets, enabling the men to catch 
the sight on bringing the pieces to the shoulder. The wind, 
however, was strong and carried numbers of the bullets clear 
of the mark. The practice was very deliberate, each and 
every man repeating the manual of load and fire as though 
executing them in the armory during company drill, while ia 
the fire by file, the shooting was not hurried. The result of 
the file firing gave the palm to the second company, B, who, 
with 14 men, fired seventy rounds, having 60 hits, a score of 249 
points, in which were 29 bull’s-eyes, and a percentage of hits of 
The strongest company present was the fifth, E, 22 men, 
and out of one hundred and ten rounds they secured but 49 
hits, their percentage of hits being but 44. The fire, yy 
was beautifully delivered. The battalion — in 
file firing reached the handsome figure of 58. e volley 
firing, though not reaching the percentage of that by file, 
was of a first class description. The commands of the officers 
were given clearand distinct, while the men obeyed the orders 
with almost clock-like precision. True now then a man 
would be observed to flinch and consequently pull off, but 
the armory instruction and practice told im the long run, and 
the volleys, both standing and kneeling, were of the very best 
order. At the close the second company, B, again led the 
regiment, it having out of seventy rounds secured 49 hits, 
with two cartridges not exploding. Its percentage of hits 
was 70, znd in both practices it has a percentage of almost 78. 
The lowest figures in the volley firing was scored to the sixth 
company, F, who, with 16 men, eighty rounds, had but 35 
hits, and a percentage of 43. The percentage of the battalion 


in volley tiring was 53, while in both — the regiment 
secured a percentage of 56.

, and a few statements which we answer, viz. : 

(1) “In the report of this year's + your report 
says Col. Unbekant failed to dress the front rank oad ee 
of officers, which, as your reporter was in the rear of the 
reviewing officer, appears to be deliberately false, since I 
performed that duty.” We regret to differ with the Colonel, 
and must repeat statement to which he objects, as our 
recollection is entirely different from his.

The distance was about one mile, and the 
first shot fired by Mr. Hotchkiss to get the range, flew over 
the point, and striking the water made a beautiful ricochet. 
After two or three shots, Mr. Hotchkiss had the range of the 
point, and the shell struck the sandand exploded. The shot 
was a handsome one, and it was greeted with applause by the 
large party of spectators. Then, after cracking two or three 
shells on the point, Mr. Hotchkiss put ten shots into the 
magazine, firing them in rapid succession at tie imaginary 
foe on the narrow strip of land. The ten shots were all dis- 
charged and the smoke drifted away, when, like the rat-tat- 
too of a drumniér, bang! bang! bang! went the shells as 
they struck the ground, each explosion sending out white 
puffs of smoke from the ground. After firing a few more 
single shots, which were lodged on the point with great accu- 
racy, Mr. Hotchkiss put twenty shells in the magazine, turned 
the crank, and as fast as the ticking of a watch the flock of 
projectiles went flying on their mission, chasing each other 
through the air as if they were hawks in flight. When Mr. 
Hotchkiss ceased turning the crank the iron messengers 
were there tearing up the dirt and exploding all along the 
point. The sight at the point was as if a battery was there 
instead of at the other end of the line, so rapid was the explo- 
sion of the percussion shells, which are, with the cannon, Mr. 
Hotchkiss’s invention, and almost infallible in their certainty 
of explosion. After having thoroughly “peppered” the 
owe! to the surprise and admiration of everybody, Mr. 
otchkiss was requested to try the range of the cannon on 
Snake Hill. Although the hill is over four milés distant, and 
the effective range of the cannon is only 34¢ miles, he kindly

On 
visiting the point the ground was found to be all furrowed 
and torn with the shells, and a small tree, not over six inches 
in diameter, and on which Mr. Hotchkiss sighted bis gun, 
was struck five times by fragments of shell. 








Ow the subject of Barbette guns Broad Arrow says: 
It will therefore, we beheve, appear that upon the whole 
the advantages of the barbette over the turret system 
are sO great when breech guns are employed that the 
former will in future prevail. We say this upon the 
supposition that we are to have breech-loading guns for 
the Royal Navy. It is true that such a decision has not 

et been arrived at, bnt we believe that it is inevitable. 

he fact that Woolwich has been compelled to yield so 
far as to manufacture a trial breech-loader is sufficient 
evidence that right has sufficient power behind it to 
ultimately prevail. For the breech-loader we must have 
barbette towers in our ships and uncovered fortifications 
on land.

We long ago called the attention of the authorities at 
the War Office to the Rice bayonet and to the United 
States’ experiments, not to commend any special inven- 


ition, but to insist on the necessity ot attention and ob- 


servation; and since that time, many clever people 
have come forward with various forms of trenching- 
tools, seme being very earnest in their efforts to com 
bine the pick and the spade, and others seeking to 
combine the bayonet and the shovel with the rifle itself 
as a handle, but no combination tool, so far as we know, 
has been satisfactory; and the selection by the War 
Office of the Roumanian spade, which was tested at 
Plevna and has been adopted by the Germans and Aus 
trians, although Lieutenant Hamilton disapproves of it, 
appears to be based on good grounds. Well may we 
exclaim, with Hudibras : 
** Ah me! what dangers do environ 

The man who meddles with cold iron !” 
whether it be in the form of gun or trenching-tool, for 
the Roumanian spade and its friends will be possibly 
exposed to much invective. But in its lightness and 
simplicity, it has obvious recommendations. It hangs 
well also, and is easily detached. The blade and handle 
are in one, and it is of a convenient length. It must 
not be supposed that infantry generally can be loaded 
with tools for permanent entrenchments—that must be 
the work of special corps ; but infantry should be pro- 
vided with the means of throwing up breastworks in 
the field, and the Roumanian spade seems well adapted 
for that purpose. Some 2,000 or 3,000 of these spades 
will be issued at once, and if they answer the expecta 
tions of the authorities they will be introduced generally 
as service equipment. We have nothing to say against 
the tools which Lieut. Hamilton recommends, or the 
valuable suggestions of Captain Prior, in the lecture 
which we read with so much pleasure and profit, but 
are stating facts.-_Army and Navy Gazette. 
Tue St. Petersburgcorrespondent of the London Stand‘ 
ardtelegraphs, Aug. 4, asfollows: I mentioned ashort time 
ago that the Russian government had set aside a con- 
siderable sum of money for the purpose of augmenting 
its fleet, and I at the same time hazardea the suggestion 
that the visit to this country of Mr. Barker, the Ameri- 
can banker, might exercise some influence on the dis- 
posal of this sum. Mr. Barker, who had already built 
four cruisers for Russia (vessels not to be confounded 
with those of the volunteer fleet), was on the point of 
signing a contract for thirty more, when the great rise in 
the price of iron caused the negotiation to fall through. 
Knowing all this, I had little hesitation in concluding 
that that very shrewd gentleman, whilst talking only of 
the development of Russian industry by American capi- 
tal, was thinking that the position might just as well be 
reversed. I now learn that such was actually the case, 
and that the government has decided on the construc 
tion of ten clippers, five of which are to be built under 
contract with Barker in America, the rest in England 
and Germany. They are to be of composite build, to 
steam sixteen knots, and carry one heavy gun, supple- 
mented by Gatlings and torpedoes. If the number of 
vessels it was originally intended to build has been very 
inuch lessened, this may be attributed to the fact that 
the cost of the Jivadia, no less a sum than four million 
roubles, has been defrayed out of the amount originally 
intended for the war cruisers.
